EDUCATIONAL. 

An  English  clergyuinii,  now  resident  in  the  Argent 
Republic,  who  has  had  many  years'  experience  in  tuitii 
and  is  desirous  or  returning  linnit  with  his  family  in  i 
early  part  of  next  year,  will  be  glad  to  tnkr-  with  hin 
limited  number  of  pupils  for  education   in  England. 
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Tut:  action  of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies 
tin  the  27th  tilt,  in  throwing  out  the  federa- 
tion bill  presented  by  Deputy  Joaqnim 
Nabtico,  was  certainly  a  very  unwise  and 
shortsighted  proceeding.  There  has  recently 
been  enough  agitation  throughout  the  prov- 
inces to  show  that  some  measure  of  that 
character  must  very  soon  be  adopted.  The 
present  Chamber  was  elected  before  this 
agitation  began,  but  were  it  shrewd  enough 
to  sec  a  very  short  way  into  the  future,  it 
could  1101  fail  to  perceive  that  the  federalist 
movement  will  soon  be  strong  enough  to 
make  its  return  in  the  next  elections  very 
uncertain.  The  defective  and  complicated 
system  employed  in  the  government  of  the 
provinces  is  creating  widespread  and  well- 
founded  dissatisfaction,  and  it  is  a  discontent 
which  is  sure  to  grow.  Add  to  this  the 
rapidly  increasing  republican  sentiment 
throughout  the  country,  and  we  have  reason 
enough  why  no  time  should  lie  lost  in 
meeting  these  popular  demands  half  way. 
If  the  general  government  now  refuses  to 
grant  some  measure  of  self-government  for 
the   provinces   and    municipalities,    it    will 


the  pilot  some  little  present  from  .the  ship's 
stores,  lire  pilot's  life  is  a  rough  and 
dangerous  one,  and  it  requires  a  mighty  mean 
customs  officer  to  take  these  trifles  away 
from  him.  Here  in  this  port  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro  it  is  not  an  uncommon  thing  for 
the  various  visiting  officers  to  accept  and 
even  ask  for  such  things,  and  we  presume 
the  same  practice  holds  good  in  Santos. 
Why  then  should  the  pilots  be  held  to 
stricter  account  ?  A  piece  of  ham  or  bacon, 
a  jar  of  preserves,  a  bottle  of  brandy,  a  box 
of  cigars — does  the  state  gain  anything  by 
forbidding  the  pilot's  receiving  any  of  these 
from  the  ships  entrusted  to  his  care  and 
skill  ?  It  is  a  pretty  small  business  for  the 
customs  officials  to  be  engaged  in,  and  we 
trust  the  minister  of  finance  will  lose  no 
time  in  putting  these  over-zealous  officers 
at  belter  and  more  important  work.  If  they 
could  be  induced  to  tlispatch  vessels  and 
merchandise  will  the  same  zeal  used  to 
ferret  out  trifling  offences  and  persecute 
helpless  persons,  the  ports  of  Brazil  would 
enjoy  a  much  better  reputation  abroad. 


Wit  were  greatly  surprised  a  few  flays 
since  to  sec  that  the  director  of  the  Lyceo 
de  Artes  e  Officios— as  that  excellent  night 
school  opposite  the  Typographic  Nacional 
is  called  —had  decided  to  close  up  ami 
liquidate  the  establishment  because  the 
minister  of  empire  had  not  responded  to 
the  urgent  requirements  of  the  institution. 
The  Lyceo  is  a  free  night  school  with  an 
attendance  of  from  rooo  to  1 200,  and  affords 
flic  only  means  of  instruction   obtainable

soon  have  a  far  more  serious  question  to 
meet  in  a  popular  demand  for  a  republic.

The  first  would 
not  interfere  with  the  privileges  and  dignity 
of  the  Crown,  while  it  would  open  the  way 
for  a  much  more  effective  system  of  pro- 
vincial administration  ;  the  second,  however, 
would  first  cause  Ihe  overthrow  of  monarchy 
in  Brazil  anil  then  plunge  the  country  into 
a  form  of  self-government,  called  a  republic, 
which  would  inevitably  degenerate  into  a 
wrangling  oligarchy,

inn  recent  strike  of  the  Santos  pilots 
because  of  Ihe  arbitrary  exactions  of  the 
guarilii-mtir  of  that  port,  has  occasioned  a 
great  deal  ol  unnecessary  annoyance  and 
loss  lo  vessels  entering  and  clearing.  It 
appears  that  a  certain  pilot  was  charged  by 
some  one  stationed  at 'Fort  Bertioga  with 
smuggling  something  ashore  in  his  boat, 
and  lor  this  reason  all  tile  pilots  are  at 
once  treated  as  smugglers.  Very  natur- 
ally they  refused  to  submit  to  such  treat- 
ment ami  a  strike  followed,  in  which,  as  is 
always  the  case,  the  chief  sufferers  are  those 
who  are  not  at  all  concerned  in  the  dis- 
pute. We  know  nothing  in  regard  lo  the 
accused  pilot,  who  claims  to  have  proved 
his  innocence  ;  but  even  were  it  true,  why 
should  the  whole  class  be  held  accountable. 
It  is  a  common  practice  in  almost  every 
part  til  the  world   for  shipmasters  to  make 


who  are  making  highly  satisfactory 
in  studies  designed  to  make  the 
workmen.     In  every  respect  the  sclool  is  so 
creditable  in   its  organization   and  admin- 
istration and  is  fining  so  good  a  wkrk,  that 
we  could  not  consider  its  closing'as  any- 
thing short  of  a  public  calamity.      It   has 
since  transpired,  however,    that  some   pet- 
ulant misunderstanding  prompted  the  hasty 
decision    of   the  director,    who  appears    to 
have  been  offended  by  a  refusal  of  the  gov- 
ernment   lo   issue   decorations    to   all    ihe 
teachers,     ft  is  known  that  these  teachers 
receive  nothing  whatever  in  the  way  of  sal- 
aries, and  it  is  felt  therefore  that  some  public 
recognition    ought   to    be   made  of   their 
dedication  and  self-sacrifice.      Ami  many 
will  think,  perhaps  justly,  that  they  have  a 
belter   claim  upon  the  state  for  decorations 
than  barbers,  hotel-keepers,  station-masters, 
actors,  musicians,  and  others  whose  services 
have  been  of  no  public  utility  to  the  people 
of  Brazil.     The  government  denies  having 
withheld   the   subsidy  appropriated  for- the 
school    ami    also     having    neglected    any 
demands    of    its    director.      We   can    not 
undertake  to  decide   where   the  fault  lies, 
if  any  theie  be,  but  we  can  not  fail  to  point 
out   the    serious   prejudice    which    would 
result  to    this  city   were   this  school    to  be 
discontinued.     It    would   be   mote   10  our 
satisfaction  were  the  director  and  teachers 
less    desirous   of   obtaining    the   worthless 
decorations  which    the  government  is   dis- 
tributing so  lavishly,  for  distinctions  granted 
with  so  little  discrimination  and  judgment 
can  relied   no   honor  upon  men  who  have 
really  rendered   important  services.     These 
baubles    could    not    make    teachers   more 
efficient,  nor   lite  school  more  useful  ;  and 
they  might  serve  to  make  both  ridiculous. 
We  should  like  to  see,  however,  some  public 
recognition   of   the  services  of  these  good 
anil  really   philanthropic  people  who  have 
been  rendering  efficient  and  unselfish  work 
toward  bettering  ihe  condition  of  the  people, 
instead  of  devoting  all  aiil  and  piaise  to  the 
pious  blunders   of   the  minister  of  justice 
who  prefers   to   encourage  and  shelter  beg- 
gary and  vice  rather  than  prevent  it. 


The  good  intentions   of  the  Gazeta  da 
larde  in  a  leading  article  of  the  31st  ult. 
on  the  Botanical  Garden  tramway  are  clearly 
manifest— for  it    is  apparent  to   any   dis- 
passionate mind  that  the  opposition  made 
to  the  extension  of  that  company's  privilege 
and  the  terms  demanded  by  the  government 
are  entirely  without  reason.     But,   at   the 
same  time,   the   Gazeta  is  decidedly  wrong 
in  his  comments  on  the  American  company 
which  built   and   operated    the  line   for  so 
many    years.      Our    colleague    does    not 
strengthen    his   argument   one    particle    by 
misrepresenting    the    old    company.       He 
admits  the  difficulties  encountered  in  build- 
ing antl  opening  the  first  section  of  the  road, 
but  he  gives  no  credit  to  Mr.  Greenough 
and  his  friends  for   their  courage  and  per- 
severance,   through    which    this    city    has 
derived  so   much    benefit   in   wealth,    con- 
venience and  customs.     Probably  there   is 
not   one   single   agency    in    modern    times 
which  has  led  to  so  many  important  changes 
and  improvements.     Our  colleague,    how- 
ever, is  so  clearly  mistaken  in  his  assertion 
that  the  extension  to  Che  Botanical  Garden 
was  built  with  the  first  six  months'  earnings 
of  the  first  section,  that  it  needs  no  contradic- 
tion.    The  rest  of  the  line,  it  is  true,  was 
built  with  the  surplus  earnings,  but  it  took 
many  times  six  months,   careful   manage- 
ment and  strict  economy.     As  lor   the  fab- 
ulous profits  received  by  the  company  with- 
out corresponding    compensation    to    the 
public,  what  does  the  Gazeta  mean  >     In 
one  breath  he  says,  "immediately  the  build- 
ings increased  in  value,   house  construction 
was  begun  with  energy,  the  lands  advanced 
in  value    antl    the    movement    toward  that 
suburb  was  very  considerable;"  and  then  in 
the  next  he  says  that  the  company  "enriched 
itself  in  the  first  years  with  fabulous  profits 
without  corresponding  compensation  to  the 
public  !"     ft   this  increase   of  wealth   and 
population,    if    cheaper    fates    antl    quick 
transit,  if  convenience  and  comfort  in  travel- 
ling, are  not  legitimate  items  of  compensa- 
tion  to   the    public,    then    what  are   they  ? 
The  chief  error  ol  our  colleague— which  is 
perhaps  too  gross  an  injustice  to  be  termed 
an  error— is  that  the  American  company 
avoided  an  arrangement  with  the  govern- 
ment by  which  the  public  might  be  com- 
pensated for  an  extension  of  their  privilege, 
anil  then,  at  a  convenient  moment,  "im- 
posed upon  the  good  faith  of  Brazilians  and 
transferred  the  company   to    them    for   a 
fabulous  price."    To  those  who  remember 
the  scandalous  intrigues  against  the  Amer- 
icans in  the  iutetest  ol  the  Copacabana  con- 
cession, which  was  obtained  by  a  favorite  at 
court  and   transferred   to  speculators  who 
proposed  to  bleed  the  company,  all  this  will 
sound  very  amusing.     The  American  com- 
pany   had    to    pay    out   fabulous   sums   to 
defend  its  lights  in    the  courts,   a  part   of 
which  went  lo  lawyers  whose  services  ought 
to  have  been  paid  by  the  other  side.     And 
then,  when  the  Americans  found  that  there- 
was  no   protection  for  them  against  spolia- 
tion, and  that  other  schemes  were  on  foot 
for  new   attacks  on   their   privilege,     they 
privately  offered  the  enterprise  for  sale  and 
the  property  was  taken  over  by  some  of  the 
best  known  capitalists  of  the  city  who  knew 
exactly  what  they  were  buying.     The  nom- 
inal value  of  the  shares  was  200$,  while  the 
selling  price  was  about  7oo$-a  large  prem- 
ium of  course,  but  certainly  not  so  large  as 
21$  for  the  subsidiary  shares  of  the  Leopol- 
dina  railway.     The  Botanical  Garden  shares 
were  worth  the  price  paid  as  an  investment, 
or  the  buyers   were  fools.     The  Brazilian 
company    paid    about    7,000,000)}   for   the 
property,  and  almost  its  very  first  act  was  to 
water    the  slock   by    raising  the  nominal 
capital   to   I0,ooo,ooo|,    which   of   course 
resulted  in  depreciation  and  reduced  divi- 
dends.    But  was  the  American  company  to 
blame  lot  all  this  ?     It  won't  do,  colleague  1 


shoulder  your  own  blunders,  if  you  please, 
and  take  the  consequences  like  a  man  1 
The  American  company  built  the  model 
tramway  of  the  world  and  deserves  your 
gratitude  rather  than  your  fault-finding. 


A  CORRECTION. 
On  the  morning  of  the  28th  ult.  the 
Jonul  do  Commcrcw  published  a  statement 
in  its  report  of  the  banquet  to  Dr.  Antonio 
Bento  to  the  effect  that  the  editor  of  this 
paper,  Mr.  A.  J.  Lamoureux,  had  declared 
his  intention  to  seek  naturalization  as  a 
Brazilian.  A  denial  of  this  report  was  at 
once  sent  to  Dr.  Souza  Ferreira,  editor-in- 
chief  of  the  Jornal,  who  very  courteously 
corrected  the  mistake,  which  was  occasioned, 
perhaps,  by  the  confusion  and  congratula- 
tions following  the  declarations  of  Srs.  An- 
gelo  Agostini  and  Seixas  Magalhaes  of 
their  acceptance  of  Brazilian  citizenship, 
now  that  the  country  is  Tree  from  the  in- 
cubus of  human  slavery.  As  the  state- 
ment is  still  going  the  rounds  of  the 
provincial  press  that  Mr.  Lamoureux  had 
made  a  similar  declaration,  it  becomes 
necessary  to  repeat  our  denial  in  these 
columns.  We  were  neither  invited  to 
accept  Brazilian  citizenship,  nor  did  we 
declare  any  intention  of  seeking  it.  We 
are  not  insensible  of  the  honors  and  advan- 
tages of  such  a  step,  nor  of  the  more 
intimate  social  intercourse  which  might 
spring  from  such  a  relationship,  but  the 
gentlemen  present  knew  quite  as  well  as 
we  did  how  impossible  it  would  be  for  an 
American  and  a  republican  to  renounce 
allegiance  lo  a  government  so  liberal,  pro- 
gressive and  enlightened  as  that  of  the 
United  States.  We  make  no  comparisons, 
nor  do  we  decline  what  has  never  been 
offered  us,  but  for  the  information  of  those 
who  have  believed  the  report  and  may  not 
have  seen  the  correction,  we  desire  simply 
to  say  that  we  are  so  strongly  attached  to 
the  people  and  institutions  of  the  United 
States  that  even  a  better  country,  if  one 
existed,  could  hardly  offer  inducements 
enough  to  lead  us  into  so 
this.

ABOLITION  TESTIMONIALS. 
During  the  festivities  following  the  adop- 
tion of  the  abolition  law  of  May  13th  last, 
a  call  was  made  by  our  old  friend  Deputy 
Joaquim  Nabuco  for  a  popular  500  rets 
subscription  to  raise  the  sum  of  500$  with 
which  to  present  Angelo  Agostini,  of  the 
Revista  Illustrada,  and  A.  J.  Lamoureux, 
of  'Ihe  Rio  News,  with  testimonials  com- 
memorating the  part  taken  by  them  in  the 
struggle  for  abolition.  In  this  call  Mr.  Na- 
buco directed  attention  to  the  circumstance 
that  these  two  foreign  journalists  had  been 
companions  of  his  in  the  agitation  since  the 
beginning  in  iSyy,  and  that  their  journals 
were  the  first  antl  only  ones  which  had 
begun  the  discussion  then  and  continued  it 
uninterruptedly  ever  since. 

Our  colleagues  of  the  Paiz  very  courte- 
ously undertook  to  receive  the  subscriptions, 
which  in  a  short  time  very  nearly  covered 
the  required  amount.  Among  the  names 
published  were  many  prominent  and  cultiv- 
ated people  of  this  city,  who  were  pleased 
to  make  use  of  such  an  opportunity  to 
express  their  good  will  and  appreciation  for 
the  foreigners  who  had  used  whatever  of 
influence  they  possessed  to  free  Brazil  from 
the  stigma  and  burden  of  human  slavery. 

In  due  time  tite  sum  required  was  raised 
and  it  was  then  decided  that  the  testimonials' 
should  be  a  gold  pencil  for  Agostini  (the 
artist)  and  a  gold  pen  for  Lamoureux,  both 
set  with  brilliants  and  appropriately  engrav- 
ed. The  work  was  enttusted  to  the  well- 
known  artist  Valentim,  and  were  ready  for 
presentation  only  a  few  days  since.

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the  Hotel  Globo  in  honor  of  Antonio  Bento, 
the  celebrated  leader  of  the  Sao  Paulo  abol- 
itionists, Cassio  Farirtha,  ex-editor  of  the 
Patria  of  Montevideo,  Angelo  Agostini,  of 
theRevista  Illustrada,  and  A.J.  Lamoureux, 
of  7he  Rio  News.  Many  of  the  most  prom- 
inent abolitionists  of  the  city  were  present, 
among  whom  were  Senators  Dantas  {who 
presided)  and  Silveira  da  Motta,  Deputies 
Nabuco  and  Jaguaribe,  President  Joao 
'  Clapp  of  the  Confederacao  Abolicionista, 
Dr.  Theodureto  Souto,  ex-president  of 
Amazonas,  Dr.  Ennes  de  Souza,  and  others, 
among  whom  were  the  representatives  of 
the  local  press.  Several  important  speeches 
were  made  during  the  evening,  principally 
tiiat  of  Senator  Dantas  who  outlined  the 
liberal  programme  of  the  future — federation 
of  the  provinces,  extension  of  the  suffrage, 
division  of  the  large  estates  and  encourage- 
ment of  small  farming,  and  other  no  less 
liberal  and  important  reforms. 

The  occasion  being  a  suitable  one  for 
the  presentation  o(  the  testimonials  to 
Agostini  and  Lamoureux,  the  presentation 
speech  and  toast  was  delivered  by  Deputy 
Joaquim  Nabuco,  who  generously  enlarged 
upon  the  aid  and  encouragement  given  him 
by  these  two  foreign  journalists  and  of  the 
recognized  part  taken  by  them  in  keeping 
up  the  struggle  until  it  was  brought  to  a 
successful  and  glorious  conclusion.

ft  is  a  very  pleasant  and  satisfactory  ex- 
perience for  one  to  know  that  he  has  a 
thousand  friends,  anil  to  receive  a  substan- 
tial proof  of  that  fact  such  as  the  beautiful 
and  appropriate  testimonial  which  you  have 
just  presented  me,  in  remembrance  of  the 
13th  of  May  and  of  the  part*  taken  by  two 
loreign  journalists — Angelo  Agostini  and 
myself — in  advocating  the  abolition  of  slav- 
ery in  Brazil.  As  the  subscription  was 
initiated  by  you,  I  beg  that  you  will  accept 
my  most  heartfelt  thanks  for  this  beautiful 
souvenir,  and  convey  the  same,  as  you  so 
well  know  how  to  do,  to  each  and  every 
one  of  these  considerate  friends. 

In  accepting  the  testimonial  and  in  thank- 
ing you  for  the  compliments— only  too 
undeserved,  I  fear — with  which  you  honor- 
ed me  at  the  presentation,  I  beg  that  you 
will  permit  me  to  enter  a  protest  to  the 
extent  of  saying  that  it  is  all  far  beyond  my 
deserts.  Had  I  been  able  to  appeal  to  the 
eyes  and  hearts  of  the  people  as  my  gifted 
friend  and  colleague  of  i\\<t Rev'ista  Illmtrada 
has  so  effectively  done  with  his  magic 
pencil,  then  there  could  be  no  doubt  as  to 
the  credit  due  me  in  helping  to  secure  this 
great  reform;  but,  as  you  well  know,  my 
influence  has  been  exerted  upon  a  different 
class  and  has  been  widely  different  in  char- 
acter. It  is  true  that  I  began  advocating 
the  abolition  of  slavery  in  1879,  anc^  tliat  * 
have  kept  up  the  discussion  continuously 
and  untiringly  evtr  since;  and  it  is  true, 
also,  thaL  for  a  great  part  of  the  time  The 
Rio  News  was  the  only  advocate,  so  far  as 
I  am  informed,  of  immediate  and  uncondi- 
tional emancipation,  but  I  can  not  think 
that  any  special  credit  is  due  to  me  on  this 
account.  Abolition  was  with  me  simply  a 
question  of  principle;  it  was  an  act  of 
abstract  justice  and  sound  political  economy. 
Believing, 'as  I   do,   that  il    is  the  highest 


doty  of  the  journalist  to  lead  and  instruct 
public  opinion,  to  condemn  everything 
unjust  and  hurtful  and  to  commend  and 
aid  everything  right  and  beneficial,  I  simply 
had  no  other  policy  to  pursue. 

1  should  like  to  led  certain  that  my 
influenceas  a  journalist  has  been  of  service 
to  you  and  your  friends,  but  I  can  not 
flatter  myself  that  this  has  been  the  case. 
Indirectly,  however,  I  may  have  been  of 
some  service  by  making  the  questions  of 
Brazilian  slavery  and  emancipation  belter 
understood  abroad  and  by  convincing  for- 
eigners resilient  in  Brazil  of  the  justice  and 
urgency  of  the  immediate  abolition  of 
slavery. 

However  that  may  be,  it  is  my  good 
fortune  to  have  seen  this  great  revolution 
peacefully  accomplished,  ami  to  have  ren- 
dered even  the  slightest  service  toward  that 
happy  result,  And  it  is  both  my  duty  and 
my  pleasure,  as  an  American  who  has  seen 
this  same  controversy  solved  in  Ins  own 
country  only  by  means  of  one  of  the  most 
terrific  struggles  of  modern  times,  to  con- 
gratulate you  and  your  countrymen  on  the 
peaceful  abolition  of  slavery  in  Brazil.  The 
record  of  this  great  event  will  be  written  in 
characters  of  gold  on  the  imperishable 
pages  of  your  national  history,  and  will  be, 
let  us  hope,  an  inspiration  and  example 
through  all  time  for  the  peaceful  solution  of 
similar  questions. 

Again  thanking  you  and  the  many  friends 
who  have  so  courteously  remembered  the 
stranger,  in  the  midst  of  their  happy  rejoic- 
ings, and  offering  to  you  and  In  them  my 
best  wishes  for  the  future  prosperity  and 
happiness  of  yourselves  and  this  great 
country,

BANKS  AND  REAL  ESTATE. 

The  prohibition  placed  upon  national 
banks  in  the  United  States  in  respect  to 
investments  in  real  estate  securities,  is  very 
clearly  explained  in  the  following  extract 
from  a  committee  report  recently  presented 
in  the  House  of  Representatives  upon  the 
codification  and  modification  of  the  laws 
affecting  these  institutions.  Il  will  be  seen 
that  the  policy  pursued  in  that  country  is  to 
keep  the  banks  strictly  within  commercial 
requirements  \\x\k\  requires  all  investments 
to  he  of  an  easily  convertible  character,  a 
provision  which  greatly  facilitates  liquida- 
tion, and  really  enhances  the  value  of  the 
banks  for  business  purposes.  The  provi- 
sions for  real  estate  loans  in  the  bill  now 
before  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  is  clearly 
so  prejudicial  to  the  usefulness  and  success 
of  the  projected  banks  in  Brazil,  that  we 
deem  it  necessary  to  recommend  a  careful 
reading  of  the  following  reasons  why  such 
loans  are  considered  unadvisable. 

In  reference  to  the  investment  of  bank 
funds  in  real  estate,  the  report  says : 

"  Suctions  14;  to  150,  inclusive,  contain  what  is 
believed  to  be  a  very  salutary  cheek  upon  the  man- 
agers of  national  hanks  in  respect  to  investments 
in  real  estate  securities.  Since  the  liabilities  of 
banks  are  payable  on  demand,  the  fundamental 
principle  of  good  hanking  is  that  the  assets  should 
be  readily  convertible  into  money.  Heal  estate 
and  real  estate  securities  are  hardly  ever  readily 
convertible;  while  under  conditions  often  arising 
tliey  become  inconvertible,  and  remain  so  for 
long  periods  of  lime.  Experience  leaelies  that 
these  conditions  are  sure  to  arise  just  when  the 
exigencies  of  the  community  demand  from  banks 
the  largest  and  readiest  money  accommodation. 

"  Dealing  in  real  estate  and  in  bonds  and  de- 
bentures secured  by  real  estate,  is  of  course  an 
entirely  legitimate  employment  for  private  or  cor- 
porate capital,  and  there  seems  no  lack  of  capital 
seeking  such  employment.  Il  is  generally  sale, 
and  ofien  profitable;  but  commercial  banks  should 
be  restrained  from  investing  their  deposits  in  such 
forms,  lest  their  depositors  should  be  exposed  lo 
the  danger,  of  finding  that  ihe  cash  upon  which 
tliey  depend  for  tlieir  current  transactions  has 
become  locked  up  in  investments  which,  however 
safe  and  profitable  for  the  bank,  cannot  be  made 
to  reproduce  the  cash  at  the  moment  at  which  it  is 
most  urgently  needed. 


RELIGIOUS  FREEDOM, 

It  fnay  not  he  uninteresting  to  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies  and.  perhaps,  to  the 
fourteen  thousand  women  who  recently 
recorded  themselves  in  favor ' of  religious 
intolerance,  to  know  that  Catholics  are  not 
as  united  on  that  subject  as  the  recent 
petition  against  the-  "freedom  of  worship" 
bill  implies.  The  priests  of  Brazil  are 
moulded  somewhat  on  the  style  of  those  in 
Spain  and  Italy,  who  wish  to  keep  exclusive 
authority  in  their  own  bands  by  controlling 
the  slate  and  keeping  the  people  in  ignor- 
ance and  subjection.  That  this  is  not  the 
belief  and  purpose  of  intelligent  Catholics 
in  the  United  States  may  be  seen  by  the 
following  extract  from  the  address  of  Bishop 
Spalding  at  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone 
of  the  newCatholic  University  at  Washington 
on  May  24th.  Speaking  o\  the  religious 
exiles  who  sought  a  home  in  America 
where  they  could  enjoy  freedom  of  con- 
science ami  freedom  of  worship,  lie  said  : 

"Who  could  have  had  faith  that  men  of  different 
creeds,  speaking  various  tongues,  bred  in  unlike 
social  conditions,  would  here  coalesce  and  co- 
operate for  the  general  purpose  of  free  govern- 
ment ?  Above  all,  who  could  bnve  believed  that  a 
form  of  government,  rarely  tried,  even  in  small 
slates,  ami  when  tried  found  practicable  only  for 
'brief  periods,  would  here  become  so  stable,  so 
strong,  thai  every  hamlet,  every  village,  is  self- 
poised  and  manages  its  own  affairs?  The  achieve- 
ment is  greater  than  we  arc  able  to  know;  nor, 
does  it  lie  ehielly  in  the  millions  who,  coming  from 
many  lands,  have  here  made  homes  and  found 
themselves  free;  nor  in  the  building  of  cities,  the 
clearing  of  forests,  the  draining  of  swamps,  the 
binding  of  two  oceans,  and  the  opening  of  lines  ol 
rapid  communication  in  every  direction.  Not  to 
numbers  and  wealth  do  we  owe  our  significance 
among  the  nations,  but  to  the  f.iel'lhal  we 
have  shown  lhat  respect  for  a  law  is  compatible 
with  civil  ami  religious  liberty;  thai  a  free  people 
can  become  prosperous  and  strong  and  preserve 
order  without  king  or  standing  army;  thai  llie 
slate  and  the  church  can  move  in  separate  orbils 
and  still  co-operate  for  the  common  welfare;  thai 
men  of  different  races  and  beliefs  may  live  to- 
gether in  peace;  that  in  spite  ol  an  abnormally 
rapid  increase  of  population  and  of  wealth,  and  ol 
the  many  evils  thence  resulting,  Ihe  prevailing 
tendency  is  to  sanity  of  thought  and  sentiment, 
thus  plainly  manifesting  the  vigor  of  our  life  and 
institutions;  that  the  government  of  the  majority, 
where1  men  put  their  trusl  in  Cod  and  in  know- 
ledge, is  in  the  end  the  government  of  the  good 
and  the  wise." 


Legislative  Notes. 


August  23.  —  In  ihe  Senate  ihe  session  was 
occupied  in  discussing  ihe  estimates  of  the  depart- 
ment ol  foreign  affairs  during  which  some  plain 
talk  was  addressed  lo  Brazilian  diplomatic  and 
consular  representatives.  In  the  Chamber  on 
motion  of  Uarao  de  Guahy  the  session  was  adjourn- 
ed in  honor  of  the  return  of  the  Emperor. 

August  34.  —  In  the  Senate  the  session  was  again 
occupied  in  discussing  ihe  estimates  of  Ihe  depart- 
ment of  foreign  affairs.  In  the  Chamber  the 
minisler  of  foreign  affairs  replied  to  a  question 
from  Deputy  Maciel  Lhat  tile  Emperor  had  returned 
in  good  health,  as  well  physically  as  morally. 
Deputy  Pedro  Lui/.  had  some  sarcastic  remarks  to 
make  regarding  the  changed  position  of  Ihe  minister 
of  justice.  The  department  of  agriculture  budget 
was  discussed  by  Deputies  Coelllo  Campos  and 
Coelho  Kodrigues,  but  nothing  of  special  interest 
was  deduced.  Deputy  Alfonso  Penna  spoke  on  the 
finance  budget  with  a  similar  result. 

August  -?j".  —  In  ihe  Senate  the  discussion  of 
1'ard  provincial  matters  occupied  considerable  time, 
which  might  have  been,  we  lliiuk,  better  employed. 
Senator  Silveira  Martins  and  die  iniiiisterdiseiisscd 
Ihe  estimates  of  the  department  of  foreign  affairs; 
the  former  was  equally  severe  on  "  Brazilian 
diplomats  abroad  and  foreign  diplomats  in  Brazil. 
The  war  estimates  were  discussed  by  Viscoude  de 
Pelolas  and  Senator  Avila,  both  ol  whom  had 
unfavorable  criticisms  to  offer  on  ike  organization, 
etc.,  of  Ihe  army.  In  the  Chamber  there  was  no 
session. 

August  27, — In  the  Senate  there  was  no  session. 
In  ihe  Chamber  the  project  foi  the  federation  of 
the  provinces  of  the  empire  was  thrown  out  by  43 
to  30  votes.  A  shower  ul  demands  from  planters 
for  indemnity  lor  their  slaves  were  presented  and 
Deputy  Affonso  Penna  called  attention  lo  what 
appears  to  be  a  system  of  political  taxation  by  ihe 
conservatives  of  Para.  Deputy  Costa  Aguiar 
showed  the  advantages  of  Italian  over  German 
immigration,  and  had  a  few  appeals  for  certain 
improvements  in  Para.  Deputy  Zama  desires  the 
ISaliia  Central  railway  extended  and  favors  for  his 
province  (Bahia).  The  president  of  the  council 
made  a  long  speech  in  answer  to  criticisms  by 
opposition  speakers ;  the  minister  endorses  the 
liberal  ideas  of  the  minister  of  agriculture,  and  the 
platform  of  ihe  cabinet  seems  to  be  well  defined; 
assisiance  to  immigration,  railway  extension,  etc. 
Unless  Deputy  Bezamat  was  chosen  Lo  fill  the  time 
remaining,  we  can  deduce  no  reason  lor  his  speech 
made  on   financial  aflairs. 

August  28.  —  in  the  Senate  Sr.  Saraiva  presented 
Ihe  project  of  a  law  relative  to  tram  companies. 
BarftO  de  Estancia  gave  a  very  unsatisfactory 
account  of  Sergipe  provincial  aflairs.  Barao  de 
Cotegipe  and  Senator  Sicpieira  Mendes  executed  a 
species  ol  duet  relative  to  political  questions  in 
Fara.     Senator  Candido  de  Oliveira  made  a  strong 


Opposition  speech  on  the  department  of  war  hud- 
get;  the  minister  has  exceeded  his  authority  on 
pretty  much  every  point,  Senator  Correia  and 
Visconde  de  Ouro  Preto  also  spoke,  but  the 
discussion  was  of  110  general  interest.  In  the 
Chamber  ihe  minister  of  foreign  aflairs  made  a 
forcible  reply  lo  criticisms  on  Ids  action  when 
minister  of  agriculture.  Deputy  Pedro  Luiz  re- 
plied, but  it  appears  to  us  thai  his  speech  was  a 
virtual  confession  of  the  stubbornness  with  which 
the  province  of  Uio  de  Janeiro  has  resisted  aboli- 
tion and  immigration.  Deputy  f.ourenco  de  Albu- 
querque spoke  on  the  finance  budget, 

August  2Q.  —  \\\  Ihe  Senale  St.  Candido  de  Oli- 
veira, who  appears  lo  have  assumed  the  leadership 
of  the  opposition,  made  a  violent  attack  on  the 
government,  commencing  with  the  closing  of  the 
Lyceum  of  Arts  and  Trades  and  concluding  with 
the  Pari  political  tax  law.  There  was  considerable 
disorder,  but  the  senator  seems  to  have  been  more 
powerful  than  the  officers  of  the  Senate.  The 
premier  replied  lo  the  criticisms  of  the  preceding 
speaker  regarding  ihe  Lyceum,  declaring  himself 
totally  ignorant  of  what  demand  made  by  ils 
directors  was  refused  by  the  minister  of  empire. 
Senator  Dantas  availed  of  a  somewhat  inconvenient 
expression  of  the  premier  and  pointed  out  thai  the 
closing  of  the  Lyceum  would  be  a  greal  misfortune. 
The  premier  returned  to  the  charge  and  declared 
thai  as  president  of  the  Lyceum  he  was  ignorant  of 
the  charges  alleged  against  ihe  minister  of  empire, 
Senator  Silveira  da  Motta  saw  political  questions 
in  this  matter,  insomuch  as  ihe  minister  of  empire 
decided  that  which  the  president  of  the  council  was 
ignorant  ol.  The  premier  was  again  brought  into 
the  debate  and  repealed  that  he  had  known  nothing 
of  what  the  directors  of  the  Lyceum  had  decided 
upon.  The  occurrence  occupied  considerable  time. 
The  minister  ol  war  replied  seriatim  (o  various 
objections  made  by  preceding  speakers.  Senator 
Kibeiro  da  Luz  closely  examined  the  various  votes 
for  military  expenses;  it  is  astonishing  lo  an  out- 
sider how  jealous  of  increased  expenses  ex-ministers 
show  themselves.  In  the  Chamber,  the  minister 
of  empire  gave  his  version  of  the  Lyceum  imbroglio, 
from  which  it  appears  thai  the  question  of  decora- 
tions had  something  lo  do  with  the  closing  of  the 
school.  Deimly  Carneiro  da  Cunha  had  some 
requests  to  make  for  railway  extension  and  sugar 
factories  for  his  province,  Parahyba  do  Norte. 
Deputy  Coelho  kodrigues  spoke  on  ihe  agriculture 
budget,  and  Passo.s   Miranda  on  thai  of  finance. 

August  ,■<>.  —In  the  Senate  the  decree  proroguing 
the  legislative  session  up  to  September  151I1  was 
read  and  Senators  Ribeiro  da  Luz  and  Avila  spoke 
on  ihe  war  department  estimates,  In  the  Chamber 
the  session  was  of  no  interest;  the  department  of 
agriculture  budget,  with  ils  immense  tail  of  amend- 
ments, passed  second  reading.
